Bom at Dublin, May 15, 1808, the 
sen of a dancing master, he was soon 
recognized -as a musical prodigy, began 
to learn the violin about the age a great 
many children begin to talk, was violin- 
ist for his father's dancing class at six, 
and £t the age of seven composed and 
•scored a polacca. He -was placed under 
the instruction of CXRourke of DuWin, 
and this poled Irish musician brought 
out the nine-year-oM Balfe as a violin 
vinuoso. In that year he composed his 
first song, 
Young Fanny," or "The 


Lover's Mistake." The elder Balfe died 
and left the boy musician on his own 
resources at fifteen, and he went to Lon- 
don, 
where he studied vocaiism and 


composition. He also played in the or- 
chestra at Drury Lane, and at times con- 
ducted. His first appearance as an opera 
sir.ger was in "Der Freischutz," and in 
1825 he went to Italy with Count Maz- 
zara, studying under Paer at i?ome and 
under > Fedenci and FilippO Galli »t 
Milan. In his twentieth year he wrote 
his first dramatic composition—a ballet 
cr.thled "La Perousc." -He then went 
to Paris and took up His vocal studies 
under Bordogni, and made his-first ap- 
pelrance there in opera wiitn nineteen 


old as Figaro in "The Barber of 


Seville," rnder the composer, Rossini.; 
He was successful from that time on, i 
both as a .baritone and as a composer, [ 
in France* Italv, Germany and England, j 
At Bergamo he met and fell in love with j 
the beautiful Hungarian singer. Mile. ! 
Lina Rosa, whom he married shortly ] 
after. 
Balfe's first opera in English, The 


Siege of. Rochelle,"' was produced at ! 
Drury Lane in 1835, ***& was followed I 
by "The Maid of Artois" in 1836. These 1 
•were both well received, ^afid were fol- i 
lowed ii» close succession by about j 
tweijty other operas brought out at -vary- 1 
ing intervals up to Hs death, October 20, : 
1870, and his posthumous opera, "The 
Talisman," was f-nt performed in Lon- 
don in 1874. Near:/ all of his composi- 
tions were snccessfd. but none of them j 
has endured as has his masterpiece, "The 
Bohernian -Girl." 
Daring his career as a composer, Balfe 


continued to appear as a baritone in 
other operas, and bath he and his wife 
also sanu in some of his own works.

THE "PROSPERITY" ARGUMENT

panic of the year before, when every bank in the country had 
to refuse cash payments on checks for many weeks, and maiiy 
thousaiuls of men were out of employment.

Washington. Oct. 9. — [Special.] — 


The solid south will oot be broken." 
is the oft repeated statement from ev- 
ery southern Democrat who cornea to 
Washington. He may say that Taft U 
popuiar here and Roosevelt there, and 
that '-IT' this or that happened there 
might be a political break in the com 
pSexiou of the southern states, but toe 
positive conclusion is that there will be 
no break iu the south this year, and 
every state of that group will cast its 
electoral votes for the Democracy. 


The Democrats say that the "mys- 


terious stranger," Missouri, which ap 
peered in the Republican column In 
1904 and again in 1908. will return to 
the Democratic fold and possibly will 
be accompanied by West Virginia and 
surely by Maryland. 


A Southerner** Complaint. 


Riding through a portion of Virginia 


near Washington recently. I was im- 
pressed with the words of a resident 
of that section who complained bitter- 
ly about the way northern men In con- 
gress treated the south, basing his 
statement upon the fact that every- 
thing had been done for the lands 
around Washington north of the Poto- 
mac, while the country south of the 
river had been ignored and neglected. 
He went further and said that exposi- 
tions in southern cities had been, neg- 
lected by the general government and 
that New Orleans had been denied the 
Panama exposition, simply because 
northern men in congress were preju- 
diced against the south. 


"It is nearly fifty years after the 


war. and It is time that kind of preju- 
dice should die," was his conclusion. 


An Explanation. 


Perhaps many southern men share 


his ideas and believe that the south Is 
unfairly treated. This Is denied by 
southern men in congress when they 
speak of river and harbor, public build- 
ings and other appropriations made by 
congress- However, no doubt north- 
ern Republicans did vote against Xew 
Orleans and In favor of San Francisco 
because one was a Democratic and the 
other a Republican city. 


But it must be understood that many 


northern partisan Republicans feel 
that the solid south makes its ovrn 
sectional barrier by being continually 
and solidly Democratic. 
"Whenever 


we go into a campaign," said a north- 
ern Republican, "we start with a 
handicap of 125 congressional seats 
which are absolutely safe because they 
are in southern states. 
We do not 


even make a campaign in those dis- 
tricts. In twelve states with 147 elec- 
toral votes there is never the shadow 
of a doubt that they will go Democrat- 
ic- It is a foregone conclusion before 
the nominations are made. That is 
•what I call sectional and Is responsi- 
ble for some of the sectional feeling 
•which still exists in our part of the 
country." 


Small In Comparison. 


But sectional feeling cuts a mighty 


small figure compared with that which 
exists between the regular Republic- 
ans and their erstwhile allies, now Pro- 
gressives. The way those factions of 
the old Republican party feel toward 
each other must be something like that 
which " eiistea between the loyalists 
and patriots of Revolutionary days. 


Hal Flood's Chance. 


When they were making up the list 


of committees of the house for the 
present congress Hal Flood of Vir- 
ginia bad to sacrifice the chairmanship 
of foreign affairs in order to let Jim 
Hay have military affairs. Sulzer was 
transferred from military affairs to for- 
eign affairs. 


Mr. Snizer will now leave a vacancy, 


and Mr. Flood will get the committee 
he gave up in the interest of Democrat- 
ic harmony.

The "pious man" -was James, Duk« 


of Monmouth. He had about as much 
ipiety as a peacock—and almost as 
•much beauty. To this day it is hard 
!to decide whether he was more black- 
guard or arrant coward. Probably an 
iequal blend of both. 
! Charles H of England died -without a 
(direct heir. Thus hia younger broth- 
j*r mounted the throne as King James 
in. Many English people hated and 
distrusted King James. Many politi- 
jclans looked on him .as an enemy of 
jtheir pet schemes. A. large number 
pf Englishmen .were Puritans who 
[were disgusted with the dissipation 
land "extravagance of Charles' reign 
and sighed for the graver, godlier 
(times of CromwelL 
; Monmouth was the son of one Lucy 
{Walters, who claimed to have been 
^ecretly married to Charles n. Mon- 
jjncuth declared he was therefore the 
irightful heir to the British throne. 
JHe (and the politicians who made use 
;of him) said the records of the mar- 
riage and of his birth were hidden 
In a mysterious "black box," and 
Would be produced at the proper time. 
iCharles had publicly denied this story. 
But this proved little. For Charles 
•had had a -way of denying anything 
ihe did not -want to confess. And he 
•had lent color to the rumor by Ms 
great affection for young Monmouth. 


Now that Charles was dead and 


James was on the throne, in 16S5, 
•Monmouth was thrust forward by a 
group of shrewd men as England's 
lawful - King. 
His advisers 
-first 


worked on the weak Duke's ambitions, 
then persuaded the Puritans that be 
cwould bring back the customs of 
iCronrwelL They induced Monmouth 
jto raise the flag of rebellion in the 
: west' <if 
: England where Puritanism 


•was strongest. Monmouth proclaimed 
Ixlmself King at Taunton, and de- 
clared James n had poisoned King 
'Charles to gain the crown. 
I At once thousands of farmers, peas- j 
Imnts and shopkeepers flocked to the 
jDuke's standard. They were simple, I 
[honest, God-fearing men who believed 
jMomnoutb/s promises and hated evil 
klving. But no noblemen (except a 
Jew exiled adventurers, etc.) joined 
ihim. 
• At Sedgemoor, in the early morning 
k»f July 6, 16S5, Monmouth's troops 
ifound themselves close to the King's 
Army. The Duke had planned a night 
attack. But in the darkness his forces 
-.came to a water ditch they could not 
"cross. There, unable to advance, they 
twere attacked and routed by the royal 
«oldiery. The peasants and other Pur- 
itans fought like heroes and were lit- 
erally cut to pieces before they would 
^retreat. But at almost the very be- 
ginning of the battle Monmouth fled in 
ierror, leaving the helpless followers 
to die for a man who was deserting 
them. (This was the last battle ever 
Sought on English soiL) Those not 
iilled in fight were hunted out and 
.slaughtered by the soldiery or hanged 
iby hundreds at Judge Jeffrey's cruel 
jorders. 
: Monmouth galloped away, closely 
ipursued. Later, disguised as a beg- 
jgar, he was .capght in a .bean field 
rwhere he had hidden. In Tain he went 
.•down on his knees weeping, entreating 
phis captors to spare him. He was sent 
ito London Tower, and was-condemned 
jto death. He offered the King any- 
jthing to spare him, promising to be- 
itray his associates, change his reli- 
gion—anything! Says Macanlay: "He 
dung in agonies 
of supplication 


.around the knees of the King." But 
James knew no mercy. Then Mon- 
mouth -wrote to the Queen, begging 
iier to intercede for his life, saying 
jlrith better fervor than spelling: 


"I do abhor, the thing that I have 


done. * * * I detest •all those 
people who have brought me to this. 
* * * I am an object of your pity, 
having been consened and cheated in- 
ito this horrid business.

We find him, with a multitude of 
others, lying by the pool, waiting 
for the moving of the waters.

of Men Lying. 


"We are 
lying by the

rpHESE. are the days -when the *co- 


ncmical housewife begins to look 


over the furniture around the house to 


:find, out just what pieces be«d repair- 
ing and which ones are In good enough 
«oneUtion to last another winter. 


It i» always a wise plan to touch tip 


furniture/ either in the way of oiling- 
or varnishing, just as «oon as It begins 
it look the least bit shabby. In this 
way everything around a house may be 
kept In perfect condition and much 
money saved, for to let every piece of 
furniture run down until It looks about 
to fall to pieces Is no real economy and 
•hows 
a. decidedly careless house- 


keeper. 


It often takes three times as -much 


money to fix over furniture -which has 
been allowed to get into this state of 
disrepute as It does to have each piece 
repaired as it begins to show the wear 
of years. 


Often, too. with a. few cents' worth of 


varnish or oil the housekeeper can do 
all the touching up that Is required. 
The real wood of the various furniture 
«et» around the house should never be 
varnished with anything which will de- 
•troy the grain of the -wood from sight. 
Walnut furniture, for instance, should 
be oiled, a* the beauty of this -wood lies 
In its smooth, waxlike appearance. 


A certain kind of wax may be used 


also for polishing walnut or mahogany 
tables. Mahogany furniture, however, 
looks best when polished with one of 
the various furniture polishes which 
are prepared for this beautiful wood. 
Cheap furniture can be restored to very 
food condition by a reliable varnish, 
wid often these pieces can be painted 
over with aplendid results.

turnip*, blanch and drain them. Place 
In a saucepan with about two ounces 
of butter, fry tor a few minutes with- 
out coloring, then add enough white 
stock to cover and ft few stalks of 
parsley. Cook until quite tender, then, 
drain and take out the parsley. Pass- 
It all through a sieve, reheat the puree 
in the saucepan with a piece of butter 
and a pinch of sugar. Season with salt, 
pepper and grated nutmeg. 
If the 


puree la too thick reduce It. Finally add 
two or three tablespoonfnls of cream. 


Turnip Soup.—Cook the turnips as 


stated In the above recipe, but add 
rather more stock to the puree to give 
t the consistency of soup. Paes it all 
through a sieve and reheat the soup. 
Let it simmer slowly for about -half an 
hour. Skim and add one-half gill of 
milk or cream and m. piece of fresh 
butter. Serve the soup with croutons 
of fried bread. 


Glazed Turnips.—Waoh and peel a 


bunch of young turnips and cut them 
by means of a large vegetable spoon in 
the shape of olives or large balls. Put 
them in a pan with on« ounce of but- 
ter, season with salt, pepper and a 
pinch of sugar and moisten with a. lit' 
tie stock. Bring to the boll sjid 
sim- 


mer gently until cooked. They must 
have absorbed all their stock and he 
slightly colored. Turnips prepared In 
this way are served as a -vegetable or 
a garnish for entrees. 


Turnips a 1'Ita.Iienne.—Wash a bnnch 


of young turnips and peel them thin. 


If large, cnt them In half, cook them 
for twenty minute* In Baited .water. 
Strain off the water and drain the tur- 
nips. Melt one ounce of butter In an 
earthenware casserole or, failing this, 
use a pie dish. Put in the turnips, add- 
ing a littl* white sauce between each 
layer. Season with a little salt and 
pepper. Sprinkle & smsOl handful of 
breadcrumbs over the top, also some 
grated cheese and a. little melted but- 
ter. 
Bake In an oven for about thirty 


minutes and send to table In the same 
dish. 
Turnips au Gratin.—Peel lightly eight 


or nine medium sized young turnlpsj 
cut them Into slices and wash ana 
drain them thoroughly. 
Melt twd 


ounces of butter hi a atewpan. Whenj 
hot put In th* turnips and stir over a. 
brisk fire, season with pepper and salt; 
moisten with a little stock and cooK 
until tender. Rub through a sieve or 
drain them. Arrange the slices on thw 
puree in a well buttered pie dish and 
pour over them a bechamel sauce* 
Sprinkle tl*i surface with fine bread- 
crumb* and add a few tiny bits of but- 
ter here and there. Bake In a quick; 
oven for about ten minutes, long] 
enough to brown the top nicely.

caped Without a Trial. 


At tbe state Republican connen- 


tion in 1908 a circular issued by the 
Judicial Reform Union was given 
each, delegate. In that document an 
attack was made upon the supreme 
court of Ohio, thea made up of Re- 
publicans, in general, and Justice 
Shauek, in particular. The latter -was 
charged -with being a judicial boss 
and absolutely dominating the conrt 
He vas charged Tritn -being biased in 
favor of the Standard Oil company, 
the railroads,- trusts, insurance com- 
panies and other big- corporations. 


This circular aroused-a storm of 


crfticsin which ended -with the elec- 
tion of two Democrats to the court in 
1910. A decision -was given by that 
tribunal early in 1B11 in favor of, 
'the Republican Boss 
of 
Cincin- 


nati, in his efforts to prevent Pros- 
Cincinnato, bringing him to trial on a 
Cincinnati bringing him to trial on a 
perjury charge before a judge who 
did not owe his nomination to bossism, 
indicates that there is need for fur- 
ther cleansing. 


Judge Charles J. Hunt, a Republi- 


can member of the Hamifeon county 
bench, one of the Boss' nominees- 
Prosecutor Hunt claimed veurped the 
functions of presiding jud,;e and as- 
signed Judge Samuel L. Dfckson, an- 
other Boss-made judge, to tsry the per- 
jury charge against the politician. De- 
feated in his efflorts to comixi the boss 
to plead to the indictment In another 
court, Prosecutor Hunt applied to the 
supreme conrt for leave to file a. peti- 
tion in quo warranto to ascertain by 
vhat authority Judge Bant was act- 
ing as presiding officer of the court. 
But in a decision concurred in by the 
Republican judges of the supreme 
court, and to -which the two Demo- 
cratic members dissented, the appli- 
cation was denied, and a few weeks 
later Judge Diekson nollied the indict- 
ment against the Boss and set him free 
without a trial on the merit of the 
accusation. 


The Democratic candidates for the 


supreme court are: Hon. Oscar. W. 
Xewman and Hon. \Villiara E. Sco- 
field (long term), two to be elected; 
Hon. J. F. WHkin (short ternr), one to 
be elected. ThsJr names will not ap- 
pear on the regular party ticket, but 
will be placed on separate non-paati- 
san ones.
